We hear much these days about 
Canada's place in the post-war 
world, That place, it seems to me, 
1s clear, Canada has a large sur- 
plus of wheat.

For the long peace years ahead 
again Canada's position will be 
equally clear, It will be to make 
her surplus of wheat and other feod- 
stuffs, Of pulpwoow, miverals, fish 
and fruit Which she produces in ex- 

ess of her own requirements,

his, it appears to me, is not a 
privilege that Canada has, but a 
responsibility she bears towards the 
huogry people of other countries 

This means that something ap- 
proaching international Free Trade 
will have to be set up, and that 
Canada must lower her tariffs which 
today hinder foreign people from 
sending their goods into this coun- 
try. All in the West, I suggest, 
should press for this Free Trade 
policy that will mean so much to 
our oWn prosperity, and to the 
future peace of the world,

Britain Hopes To Buy Large Amount 
Of Canadian Timber 


Trade department it Ot- 
tawa said that Britain I to buy 
timber valued at $140,000.000 from 
ndividual Canadian Shippers during 
two years after the end of the war 
in Europe under ntracts soon to be 
negotiated 

Commenting on a London announce- 
ment that arrangements for the sup. 
ply of ‘considerable’ quantities of 
Canadian timber have been com 
pleted, a spokesman said Britain 
would purchase approximately 1,200,- 
OOO.000 board feet of timber during 
each of the two years. That would 
work about to $70,000,000 worth of 
timber each year 

Bulk of the timber, he said, would 
come from the west coast but there 


also would be a considerable portion 
from eastern Canada
